the Cat Used to Core or Transfer X>Is* 
ease—The Black Cat Sure to Bring lov- 
ers to the Lassie. 
Cats have the reputation of being 


weathervrise, an old notion -which has 
given rise to a most extensive folk lore. 
It is almost universally believed that 
good weather may be expected when the 
cat washes herself, but bad when she 
licis her coat against the grain, or wash- 
es her face over her ear, or sits with her 
tail to the fire. As, too, the cat is sup- 
posed not only to have a good knowledge 
of the state of the weather, but a certain 
share in the arrangement of it, it is con- 
sidered by sailors to be most unwise to 
provoke it. Hence they do not much 
like to see a cat on board at all, and when 
one happens to be more frisky than usual 
they have a popular saying that "the cat 
has got a gale of wind in her tail." 


A charm often resorted to for raising 


a storm is to throw a cat overboard; but, 
according to a Hungarian proverb, as a 
cat does not die in water, its paws dis- 
turb the suiface; hence the flaws on the 
surface of the water are nicknamed by 
sailors "cat's paws." In the same way, 
also, a larger flurry of the water is a 
"cat's skin;" and in some parts of Eng- 
land a popular name for the stormy 
northwest wind is the "cat's nose." 


GERMAN SUPERSTITIONS. 


Among other items of weather lore as- 


sociated with the cat, there is a supersti- 
tion in Germany that, if ifc rains when 
womenjhave a large washing on hand, it 
is an infallible sign that they have a 
spite against them, owing to their not 
having treated these animals well. We 
may also compare the Dutch idea that a 
rainy wedding day results from the 
bride's not feeding her cat; whereas, in 
the valleys of the Tyrol, girls who are 
fond of cats are said always to marry 
early, perhaps, as Mrs, Busk remarks, 
"an evidence that household virtues are 
appreciated in them by the men." Once 
more, there is a German belief that any 
one who, during his lif etime, may have 
made cats his enemies is certain to be 
accompanied to the grave amidst a storm 
of wind and rain. 


Apait, however, from the weather 


lore superstitions associated with the cat 
there is an extensive class of other be- 
liefs, as, for instance, those relating to 
folk medicine. Thus, in Cornwall, the 
little gatherings which come on chil- 
dren's eyelids, locally termed "whilks," 
are cured by passing the tail of a black 
cat nine times over the part affected. As 
recently as the year 1867, in Pennsylva- 
nia, a woman was publicly accused of 
witchcraft for administering three drops 
of a black cat's blood to a child asarem- 
edy for croup. Sho admitted the fact, 
but denied that witchcraft had anything 
to do with it, and twenty witnesses were 
called to prove its success. Again, ''in 
many regions," we are told by Mr. Con- 
way, "a three colored cat protects against 
Ere, and a black cai, cures epilepsy and 
protects gardens." 


Formerly in Scotland, when a family 


removed from one house to another, the 
cat was always taken, one reason being 
that it served as :i protection against dis- 
ease. Indeed, before a member of the 
family entered the new abode, the cat 
was thrown into it. There was a super- 
stitious notion that, if a curse or disease 
had been left on the house, the cat be- 
came the victim and died, to the saving 
of the family's lives. It is curious, how- 
ever, to find the opposite practice kept 
up in Ireland, where it is considered 
highly unlucky for a family to take with 
them a cat when they are moving, 
more especially, too, when they have to 
cross a river. 


IN TIMES OF ILLNESS. 


Mr. Gregor also tells us tfiat, in the 


northeast of Scotland, iff a cow or other 
domestic animal was seized with disease, 
one mode of euro was to twist a rope of 
straw the contiary way, join tho two 
ends, and put the diseased 
animal 


through the loop along vs ith a cat. By 
this meaus the disease was supposed to 
be transferred to tho cat, and the ani- 
mal's lif o was so saved by the cat dying. 
This, of couise, was only one of the ex- 
tensive charms of which the leading idea 
was that of substitution. 


A lemedy for erysipelas lately prac- 


ticed in the parish of Locharron, in the 
northwest highlands, consisted in cutting 
off one-half of the ear of a cat and letting 
the blood drop on the part affected. 
Alluding, moreover, to the numerous 
other items of folk lore in connection 
with the cat, there is a popular notion 
that a May cat—a cat born in the month 


1 of May—i1! of no use for catching rats 


and mice, but exerts an injurious influ- 
ence on the house thiough bunging into 
it disagieeablo reptiles of various kinds. 


Mrs. 
Latham, in her "West Sussex Su- 


perstitions," says that a May cat is sup- 
posed "to be inclined to melancholy, and 
to be much addicted to catching snakes 
and to brmguig them into the house." I 
had heard that this west country belief 
existed in our village; and, very lately," 
observmga raost dejected looking cat by 
the 'fire in a cottage, said in jest: "I 
should think that cat was born in May." 
"Oh, yes," said tho owner of it; "thatr 
she was, and so washer mother; and she 
was jiist as sad looking, and was always 
bringing snakes and vipers within doors." 


Mr. Henderson, speaking ot this super- 


stition, tells us that an old north country 
woman on one occasion said to a lady: 
"It's na wander Jock 
's lassies marry 


off so fast; ye ken what a braw black cat 
the've got.'1 It is considered unlucky to 
dream of a cat, a piece of folk-lore preva- 
lent in Germany, where if one dreams of 
a black cat at Christmas it is an omen of 
some alarming illness during the follow- 
ing year. 


Equally unfortunate, too, is it for a cat 


to sneeze, this act being supposed to indi- 
cate that the family will have colds. 
Thus, we are informed by Mrs. Latham 
that in Sussex "even the most favored 
cat, if heard to sneeze, is instantly 'shut 
out of doors; for should she stay to re- 
peat the sneeze .rtliree times indoors, tbe 
whole family will have colds and coughs." 
—New York Mail and Express. 


STRANGE CREATURES OF THE DEEP. 


Stories of marines "Proving That the Sea 


Serpent Is Not a Myth. 


Of late years there has been a growing 
endency to place more credence than 
was at one time done in these tales of sea 
monsters appearing in untoward places 
and at inconvenient times to seafaring 
men of much credulity. No doubt the 
tories of the sea serpent and the like 
were, many of them, proved to be little 
better than sailors' yarns, spun for the 
amusement of 'greenhorns. Sometimes 
hey were shown to have been grossly 
lerverted narrations, which, when strip- 
ed of their fictitious embroidery, shrank 
o very prosaic dimensions; and not un- 
re<juebtly what perfectly honest people 
>elieved and tried to make others be- 
ieve to be horrid monsters turned out to 
>e bunches of seaweed, drift logs cov- 
ered with barnacles, ribbon fishes of no 
great size, or even seals and basking 
sharks. Hence there has been a prone- 
ness to place all these stories in the same 
category, and, perhaps for this very rea- 
son, sailors sensitive to ridicule have be- 
come rather chary of "logging" such 
uncommon subjects. At the same time, 
unless everything like evidence is to be 
dismissed as fable when it does not fit 
into the preconceived notions of the the- 
orist, it is idle to pretend that all, these 
reports are due either to optical illusion 
or to deliberate fraud. 


Most of the men who have put their 
•1iservations on lecord are notoriously of 
jood character, keen eyesight and so 
.ong familiar with every appearance 
which the surface of the sea presents 
;hat it is simply shirking the question to 
suppose that they must have been de- 
ceived or were attempting to deceive oth- 
ers, In many instances an entire ship's 
crew saw the monster, and in not a few 
:he witnesses have been well known mer- 
chant captains, or even the commanders 
of vessels in the royal navy. Thus Capt. 
Hope, of her majesty's ship My, saw, 
5fty years ago, in the Gulf of California, 
j. creature not unlike an alligator, with a 
long neck and four paddles, which many 
zoologists of eminence have not hesitated 
:o regard as an animal of the icthyosau- 
rus or pleiosaurus type, that may have 
survived from ancient tunes in the still 
unexplored depths of the ocean. Again, 
3apt. McQuahae, of her majesty's ship 
Daedalus, saw a snake like animal, which 
Richard Owen imagined might have 
seen a large sea elephant. But the eye 
witnesses, all of whom were well ac- 
quainted with the species in question, un- 
lesitatingly repudiated this hypothesis. 


Scarcely more mysterious is the story 


of the huge "snake" which the crew of 
the Pauline saw fourteen years ago, 
cooled twice round a sperm whale in the 
South Atlantic, and then, after towering 
up many feet in the air, dragging its 
prey to the bottom. Still more recently 
Capt. Pearson and Lieut. Hayne, of her 
majesty's yaobt ^^aburuo, officially ie- 
ported seeiflg off the coast of Sicily a 
snake like animal fully thirty feet in 
length, with triangular fins rising five 01 
six feet above the water, huge flippers 
which moved like those of a turtle, and 
a head six feet in length. This might 
possibly,.as Dr. Andrew Wilson has sug- 
gested, have been a monstrous ribbon 
fish, though at the same time there were 
circumstances connected with its appear- 
ance which render thi? suggestion of 
doubtful value, Dr. Gunther, among 
other eminent icthyologists, regarding 
the hypothesis as out of keeping with 
what is known regarding the habits of 
the regalecus. 


Some of "the "sea serpents" may, per- 


haps, have been simply basking sharks, 
the bones washed up on the shores of the 
Isle of Stronsay, in the Orkneys, and for 
a time thought to belong to some such 
animal, being now assigned to a species 
of Selache. Great cuttle fishes are also 
accountable for some of the "snakes" 
seen by mariners. 
Such, undeniably, 


was the Kraken which Hans Egede fig- 
ures in his famous work on Greenland, 
and which time and again has been 
noticed off the American shores of such 
dimensions as to be quite capable of 
dragging small vessels under water, or 
fighting an unequal battle with tho stout- 
est men 
Every allowance being made 


for the cuttle fish, the shark, tho ribbon 
fish, the floating seaweed, the school of 
porpoises, the flight of sea fowl and the 
hke, there remain a number of well au- 
thenh^ated appearances which there is 
no accounting for in any such self com- 
placent fashion. 
Wo might, perhaps, 


dismiss the "So-Orrn" of .Magnus and 
Pontoppiddan as marvels of an uncritical 
age, though in all other matters these 
clerical historians were as circumstantial 
as bishops ought to be.—London Stand- 
ard. 


A Newspaper "Fato" in China. 


Some time ago The Tien Shih Chai, an 


illustrated newspaper which is published 
in Shanghai, contained a long article 
concerning "The Manufacture of Soap 
and Fertilizers from Human Bodies in 
Europe." The article was very minute. 
It described the whole process of manu- 
facture in detail, from the decapitation 
and disembowelment of the bodies to 
the stamping of violets and roses on the 
finished soap cakea and the packing of 
tho fertilizer for shipment. Numerous 
illustrations calcdlated to raise Chinese 
hair and to curdle Chinese blood embel- 
lished the grewsomo text. Just how the 
editors of The Tien Shih Chai discoveied 
that their European correspondent had 
been libeling European civilization they 
refuse to say. That the discovery, when 
made, quite upset them, however, Is evi- 
dent from this very abject retraction in 
a recent copy of their publication: 


"As we subsequently learned by inves- 


tigation, the descriptions of European 
soap and manure factories formerly pub- 
lished by us are only the plans and in- 
ventions of scientific men which have 
never been put into practice, and, there- 
fore, our account of these factories and 
our pictures were wholly false. In the 
future we will make every effort to keep 
all untruthful articles out of our col- 
umns. We make this announcement in 
ordei that through tbe foreign and Chi- 
nese press we may confess our mistake, 
which wejiope baa done noharm."—New 
York Bun. 


FAMOUS BEDSTEADS, 


6OME FACTS CULLED 
FROM HIS- 


TORY AND OBSERVATION. 


A. Genealogy Superior to That of Any 


Other Piece of Furniture — Foorpoitcn 
That Were Celebrated and Other* That 
Were Greatly ITeared. 
The first bed iras of Nature's making, and 


beautifully baa Milton depicted its existence 
in Eden, -frhere it was prepared for our flrit 
parents "in close recess, -with flowers, gar- 
lands and sweet smelling herbs." Heneo,with 
such a world wide history, and possessed of a 
genealogy to which no other article of furni- 
ture can lay claim, it is not surprising that 
the bedstead is crowded with associations of 
the most eventful and historic character. 


But, confining ourselves to modern times, 


we find numerous instances in which these 
honored fabrics, apart from their domestic 
use, as affording repose to the weary, have 
been only too frequently associated with sod 
memories, and been the sceno of many an un- 
raveled mystery. Thus, cases like the murder 
of the young princes in the Tower at ones 
occur to us; and Shakespeare's tragic scene, 
where Othello smothers Desdemona, is too 
well known to need comment. 


Novelists, again, like Wilkie Collins, have 


used the bed to good purpose in some of their 
sensational stories, as in. the case of the mys- 
terious bedstead which, after the'manner of I 
a clothes press, Is made to screw up, so as to ! 
smother its unsuspecting occupant. Then I 
there are beds whose surroundings have had ! 
$he reputation of being haunted, and refus- 
ing sleep to any one sufficiently bold to com- ' 
mlfc his weary frame to snob an uncanny 
quarter; while fairy lore abounds in tales 
and legends of those who, while seeking the 
sweetness of repose in some enchanted bed, 
have -had visions revealed to them of won- 
drous unearthly joys in the land of dreams. 


Some idea, again, of the importance for- 


merly attached to certain bedsteads may be 
gathered from old wills, where we find bed 
clothes and sheet* as things specially prized. 
Thus an Anglo-Saxon lady gave to one o{ 
her children "her best bed carton linen, and 
all. the clothes belonging to It," and to an- 
other child she leaves "two chests and all the 
bed clothes that to one belong." 


When Cardinal "Wolsey took a lease of 


Hampton Manor and manor house in tha 
year 1314 he received twenty "bedsteddis" as 
part of the demise. Entries of this kind are 
very numerous, and show in what high es- 
teem the comfort and niceness of their beds 
were held by our forefathers. 


It may be noted, too, that in days gone by 


many allusions occur to a smaller bedstead, 
which, rolled under the larger one, was de- 
signed usually for a valat or servant. Thus 
every reader will remember the well known 
speech of mine host of the Garter in "The 
Merry Wives of Windsor" (ir, 8), who says 
of FalstafTs room, "There's his chamber, his 
house, his castle, his standing bed and truckle 
bed." In the old manuscript of the romance 
of the "Conte d'Artois," the count kes in the 
bod under the canopy, while the truckle bed 
is decupled by his valet 


Of the many further bedsteads which have 


acquired an historic fame may be mentioned 
one in the bedroom of Mary, Queen of Scots, 
atHolyrood palace. It is covered with red 
damask, and is popularly stated to have been 
Slept in by the unfortunate sovereign, al- 
though there is considerable doubt on this 


At Burnley, It may be remembered, Is pre- 


served the bedstead occupied by Queen Eliza- 
beth on her visits to the lord treasurer, Bur- 
eigh. It stands in a room in the western 
iret floor of tha mansion, known as Queen 
Elizabeth's bedroom, and is distinguished by 
ts green velvet hangings. Paul Hentzner, 
n his visit to Windsor in the year 1598, no- 
ices the beds belonging to former princes as 
measuring eleven feet square, and speaks of 
Queen Elizabeth's bed, with its curious, rich 
embroidery, as not so large as the others. 


A famous bedstead of the Fifteenth cen- 


Sury was long preserved at Leicester and is 
generally supposed to have been slept on by 
Rjehard ILL The under part of it formed 
its military chest, and, as most readers are 
aware, the discovery of the treasure a cen- 
tury afterwards occasioned a barbarous mur- 
der. But none of the coins discovered wera 
of- a lattr mint than this reign. Further- 
move, it is said by Pennant that a stump bed- 
sfeiA foot In Berkeley castle is the same on 
which the murder of Edward II was com- 
mitted. 


Then there are the royal beds of Hampton 


court, With their rich hangings, and the fa- 
mous bed of Ware, in Hertfordshire, has long 
ago become proverbial. Nothing is known of 
the original history of this enormous bed- 
stead—no less than twelve feet square— and 
which, in years past, formed one of the dis- 
tinguishing features of the inn known as tha 
Saracen's Head. According to one popular 
tradition, this gigantic piece of furniture was 
made by a certain Jonas Forbrooke, a jour- 
neyman carpenter, and presented to the royal 
family in the year 1463, Edward IV reward- 
ing the Industry of the donor by granting 
him a pension for life. 
Anyhow, many 


strange stories have centered around this bed, 
and a popular legend says that one Harrison 
Saiby, of Lancashire— a master of the horse 
to King Henry VIII— having fallen deeply 
in love with the daughter of a miller residing 
near Wore, swore that ho would do anything 
to secure the object of his affections. The 
piece of chivalry coming to the ears of the 
long, who happened to be passing through 
Ware on his way to his favorite retreat at 
Hertford, it Was decided that the girl should 
bestow her hand on him who would consent 
to sleep all night in the bed of Ware, pro- 
vided that he was found there in the morn- 
ing. 
Harrison Saiby accepted the proposal, 


but on the I ollowing morning he was found 
on tho floor, covered with bruwes and utterly 
prostrate. 


Among further stories connected with this 


"great bed we are told that when the town 
was fall, inconsequence of some large hunt- 
ing or wedding party, ifc was invariably 
made use of. But, adds Mr. Tlmbs in his 
"Abbeys, Castles and Ancient Halls of Eng- 
land," whenever so employed its occupants 
were always unable to obtain their wished for 
sleep, being in the night subject to all kinds 
of pinching, nipping and scratching, till at 
last the bed became deserted. The reason as- 
signed for these, unpleasant experiences is 
that the spirit of Jonas Forbrooke alwaja 
hovered about bis favorite work, and Ming 
annoyed at tho undignified OM it was put to 
by the good people of Ware, prevented any- 
one from getting a moment's rest At Knole 
have been long carefully preserved tha cost- 
ly bed and furniture which are said to bava 
been placed there for tho reception of James 
II, and in the king's bedchamber if the state 
bed, in which, tradition informs us, the pre- 
tender was born.— London Standard.

The Nevada Senator is recognized as the 


ioremost champion oi tbis policy, and he 
has supplied in the article the teits upon 
which he baa preacbad many a silver 
sermon. Ha etatts his points with greal 
clearness, end while we "cannot indorse all 
of them unreservedly, nor even concede 
that his conclusions are in every case the 
necessary consequence of his facts, it 
must be admitted that he presents a strong 
case, deserving the thoughtful considera- 
tion of the public. 
The Senator sees in any other policy 


than unlimited coinage a conspiracy in 
behalf of all creditors to keep money ns 
dear as possible so as to make their property 
—money—scarce and hard to accumulate, 
and every other properly—produce—cheap 
and easy to get. Thus, in his view, mono- 
metallism means a contraction of the pur- 
chasing material to snob an eitent as to 
increase obligations and to decrease prices 
—both effects being to the advantage of 
the creditor or wealthy classes and to the 
injury of the debtor or poorer classes, 
He 


advocates unlimited coinage in the belief 
that an increased supply-of money would 
equalize these conditions. 
The contention that it would cause a 


withdrawal of gold is ridiculed by Senator 
Stewart aa absurd and incapable of proof. 
He holds that neither metal can possibly 
be produced in quantities sufficient to sup- 
ply the demands of commerce. Our present 
policy is held to be in the interest of Great 
Britain, enab'ing her to fis the market 
price of silver, und to buy it cheaply of in 
and sell it dearly ia her Indian market, 
earning a profit ou both transaoiions.

is evident tb.it no compromiss is likely to 
satisfy tho advocates of silver coinage, and 
that •while they will take what they oen get 
their resolnta intention is to come back 
and renew their appeiU until they can get 
what they want.

HTATE TVEAXHKK SERVICE REPORT. 


The Precipitation In December. 


The^State "Weather Service Eeview lor 


December, published at Carson, which was 
del»yod by the blockade on the V. & T 
B. B. , is received. It is rather late now, 
bnt as everything relating to the extraordin- 
ary Winter from which we are emerging is 
of interest to the public, the following from 
the Review is published: 


KBCIPITAOTON. 


December, 1889, will go uponi record as 


an exceptional year, as regards precipita- 
tion. In absence of official records through - 
out the State, "prior to 1889,'' no definite 
estimate can be placed 'upon the excess, 
which was abnormal during tKe month over 
tho entire State. The oldest residents of 
(he State say that no such] weather has 
been experienced up to the month of De- 
cember since the Winter of 1867-8, when 
the snow was very heavy throughout the 
State. The storm which started in the 
latter days of November ^practically con- 
tinued throughout December, there having 
been on an average 10. 4 days upon which 
snow or rain fell at the 30; stations report- 
ing, while the amounts are excessive from 
all localities, and in some instances great 
damage has boon done to stock and prop- 
erty. In the Sierra Nevada mountains the 
railroads were blockaded by from 18 to 20 
feet of snow at Tinckee and other places, 
which drifted so badly 'that travel conld 
not.ba resumed for several days, while 
wagon roads were simply impassible for 
wheeled vehicles and the sleigh had to be 
resorted to for all purposes. In Hnmboldt 
county tho snow is reported so deep that 
fears are entoitained for tho safety of 
bridges and dams when the, June fieshet 
comes. The Rio Virgin river, 
in the 


southern portion ot Lincoln county, rose BO 
high, under the precedented rainfall of 
4.3" inches in that locality, that it over- 
flowed its banks in many places and 
changed its course, washing everything in 
its path away, including dams and. bridges. 
The storm wns not local, for while in Ne- 
vada snow fell to immense depths, Cali- 
fornia, from its northern boundary to the ' 
Gulf of California, was deluged with ex-" 
cessive rains, which in some localities were 
very destructive, swelling the streams to 
such proportions that they overflowed their 
banks and made new channels in their me- 
andering course, washing out railroads, 
bridges and everything that came in their 


way. 
In some of the canyons in Ormsby, 


Washoe, Lander and Humboldt counties, 
snow is reported in depths from 20 to 100 
feet, and packed very solidly; this insures 
an abundant supply of water for mining 
and agricultural pursuits during the com- 
ing season. Lake Tahoe has risen 12 inches 
and there is many feet of snow in the 
mountains on all sides of it, which insures 
a further rise when warm weather comes. 
Owing to the continued severity of this 
storm cattle have suffered much from want 
of feed, there being scarcely any hay ob- 
tainable last season. The greatest amount 
of precipitation reported from any one 
station was 11.12 at Piocho. Following 
this came Leonard's Grijpk with 9.43; Tus- 
carora, 9.28; Lewis' Ranch, 5.44 and Genoa, 
7,55. Thspe beiiig the greatest amounts 
reported at any stalioc. 
The greatest 


amount of snow that fell at any one station 
was at Tascarora, 81.50 inches for the 
month, with 42.00 inches on the ground on 
December 31. The mean precipitation for 
the entire Stato was4.Q9 inches, na overage 
snowfall of 23 inches.

WHITAKER'8 ASSAILANT. 


Details of 'the Attempted Assassination 


of. the Bishop. 


The following details of the attempted 


assassination of Bishop Whitaker at St. 
John's Protestant-Episcopal Church, in 
Philadelphia, on the .evening .of January 
20th, will be read with interest by all who 
knew him in Nevada: 


The occasion wai the confhnjation of 


eight candidates for membership by Bishop 
Whitaker. '., The congregation' had just 
finished singing the firnt psalter, and were 
still on their feet,' when a tall, light-com- 
plexioned and genteel-looking young man, 
who wore glasses, standing in the front 
pew, 
almost directly in front of the chan- 


cel, drew a revolver from his pocket and, 
taking deliberate aim tit Bishop "Whitaker, 
fired. 


His hand must have been very unsteady, 


for neither the Bithop nor Rector Latimer,, 
who were both' within the - altar, were 
touched. 


David McCreight, a large and powerful 


man, caught lh« assailant and wrenched 
tho weapon, which was a 22-oalibre, with 
six chambers, from his hands. Two other 
gentlemen assisted Mr. McOrtigbt to hold 
him, while a third notified officer Hunter, 
who took the prisoner to Ihe seventh dis- 
trict station house near by. 


There was much'- excitement in the 


church and lira. Lattimcr, wife of the rec- 
tor, and several other ladies fainted at the 
report of the pistol. 


When questioned as to whether he meant 


to shoot the Bishop or Rector of Lsttimer, 
the would-be assassin, who said his name 
was David Alexander, said he moat cer- 
tainly meant Bishop Wbitakor; that he 
had been waiting for a favorable oppor- 
tunity to fire the shot'.'aml that he would 
try again. 


Alexander betrayed no signs of liquor, 


and behnved with composure. At the sta- 
tion house he said: "I was,"till Friday, a 
clerk in the money order department of 
Strawbridge & Clothier's store. 
On that 


day I resigned my position in order to 
shoot Bishop Whitaker without bringing 
disgrace on my employers." 


The man was teen in his cell by a re- 


porter. He is boyieh-lookiug, smooth- 
faced, light-complexioned and bright and 
alert in his manner. He talked in a per- 
fectly rational way. 


"Why 
did yon sbost at the Bishop?" 


was asked. "To remove a vile hypocrite, 
one who favors rnmiellers," was the reply, 


He then want into a discussion he had 


with the Bitihop last Spring, at the church 
of Rev. Churles W. Cooper, Twenty-first 
and Christian streets, when the Bishop 
said that the question of high license or 
prohibition! must be settled according to 
inch person's conscience. On the follow- 
ed day Alexander read in a newspaper thnt 
Archbishop Ryan favored high license. In 
Cuesday's paper he read an interview iu 
which Bishop Whitaktr was quoted as 
'avoring high license. He then decided to 
write a letter to the Bishop to the effect 
.hat with Christ as nn example his stand 
on the prohibition question was incon- 
sistent. 
' 


"The Bishop," he continued, replied to 


he letter at some length, putting tho same 
question back to me. Th» salient feature 
was: 'Ton have read the Bible. Can you 
eay that your life is a model of Christ's?" 
and upon receipt of this," said the pris- 
oner, "I vowed that I would kill him." 


The youth was not excited, bnt it was 


evident that he is a religions maniac. In a 
calm manner he proceeded: 
"Fmnd, 


Bishop Whitaker is a vile hypocrite and a 
consort o| rcmssllcrs. I meant also to kill 
Rev, 
Dr. S. D, MoConnell, rector of St. 


Stephen's Church, also a hypocrite and 
consort of rurasellors, whenever I got the 
chance." 
, 


Bishop Whitaker stated that he waa as 


much surprised as any one that the young 
man should try to kill him, and at first di<3 
not think that a pistol had been fired, but 
;hat a fire cracker had been accidently 
exploded. He remembered receiving the 
otter from Alexander, and also his reply to 
:he same. He considered tho man insane.
